Classical Glub Inc reases 
t Museum By Coin Collection

Members of tho Classical ^lub 
recently had occasion to Increase 
the first museum Rifts, two lamps 
"and a votive offering, presented last- 
year, by Dv. R.-V.-D. Mogouln, 
President of the* Archncoltcal Insti- 
tute, of. America. The Club through 
Dcow-Dultoii- was- offered, hy a for- 
mcr Archaeologist for tho Univer- 
sity of Chicago, a collection , of 
coins Including one of Tarcnlum 
(300 II. C.) with the' reputed foun- 
der of that city upon » dolphin; 
m coin of Bactria {140 H. C.)t a 
beautifully do*/ 
with the well-1 
obverse' and a mythological Pegasus 
on tho reverse; and a Greek coin 
of Alexander the. Great. There were 
aIso"twcjve Roman coins with tbe 
heads of ruling emperors beginning 
from 110 A. D„ with Hadrian and 
going as farina 249 A. D., with 
Pliillipus. Of these twelve, four arc 
of women closely associated with 
"the throne daring -different reigns, 
. 4pch_one._ hJlnwinj: ;t different-style 
of linir-dresniiijr,. _ . 

These coins were displayed at 
the rn»t meeting, of the club at 
which lime 'members of .the His- 
tory Club were also present when 
Dean Dutten and Mi.w Robinson 
spoke on- "Tin.- Value of Kumts- 
mattc3?~wi*f %1W-G*i«». Were 
Struct." Coins ore valuable noT 
l>n\y in confirming history, for con- 
tcmpirury portrniU nro source ma- 
tQrkt— tint/ nlso~ in corroboroting It 
nr. in the case of the Hoctrinn In-, 
dlan coin. Aside from this historical 
worth there Is artistic value. The 
designs are. often reproductions of 
some of the finest ancient art ori- 
finnls which have been lost. Coins 
ilif n were nit cast in perfect circu- 
lar shape aa Ihey ore toilay. In fact 
the edges wero firc-;;ulnr because the 
rxins were not confined by a collar, 
the metal being allowed to spread. 
The impressions were made by a 
procc-si not unlike the "way we seal 
Icttcf*. with P.-aling wax. At first 
roitu had no design on the barks. 
I-iIlt, however, they were stumped 
on tho reverse.
